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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's arguments that Shear 
does not disclose that the control information should be encrypted; as can be seen in Paragraph 220, the container can store the control 
information, also, the container can either store the keys required to access the content or these keys can be stored separately from the 
container and used to cecrypt the container. Paragraph 132 shows that the keys are encrypted using the hidden key. This means that the 
hidden key can be used to decrypt the container in order to access the encrypted keys or the hidden key can be used to decrypt the 
encrypted keys, which are subsequently used to access the container. Regarding applicant's argument that the record carrier in Downs is 
not passive; Downs teaches storing the content on an external media (Column 6, lines 37-48 and Column 11, lines 30-54).. Downs does 
teach that the content and keys are stored on the end user device, but in the combination, the portion of the end user device in which the 
content and keys are stored is the medium from Shear. Regarding applicant's argument that the record carrier of Ginter is not passive; 
the content and keys are stored on the end user device, on the medium of Shears as described above in relation to Downs. Since 
applicant has said that a record carrier is, for example, an optical disc, or a hard disk (never actually providing a definition, only examples), 
the use of a hard disk of an end user's device would be appropriate.
